December  1955 

December  sales  of  all  fluid  products  except  cream  were  in  excess  of  sales  a 
year  ago  in  26  Federal  order  markets , but  these  increases  were  considerably  lower 
than  the  average  increase  in  receipts  from  producers  in  hh  markets. 


Whole  milk  sales.  Sales  of  whole  milk  in  26  markets  averaged  3.7  percent  higher 
in  December  19^  than  a year  earlier.  Sales  in  New  York,  however,  were  only  1.3 
percent  higher,  while  the  other  23  markets  showed  an  average  increase  of  h.9  per- 
cent, Only  one  market.  Fort  Smith,  reported  sales  lower  than  a year  earlier, 
with  a drop  of  7 percent.  The  greatest  increase,  13  percent,  was  reported  by 
Sioux  City.  Among  the  larger  markets,  Bostpn,'  Philadelphia,  and  Puget  Sound  as 
well  as  New  York  reported  increases  lower  than  the  average^  sales  in  Detroit  and 
St,  Louis  were  well  above  the  average,  and  increases  in  Finneapolis  and  Kansas 
City  were  moderately  higher. 


In  comparison  with  November,  December  sales  in  the  23  markets  excluding 
Ne%^^  York  were  l/lO  of  1 percent  higher,  but  a reduction  of  1.2  percent  in  New 
York's  sales  pulled  the  total  for  the  26  markets  down  to  an  average  loss  of  li/lO 
of  1 percent. 

On  a cumulative  basis,  the  year  ended  with  whole  milk  sales  1|.3  percent 
above  19$ht 

Skim  items.  Sales  of  skim  milk  items  in  23  markets  averaged  3.6  percent  higher 
than  last  year,  but  3.0  percent  lower  than  in  November.  Six  markets  reported 
sales  lower  than  a year  ago  and  one  market  sho^red  no  change.  Only  one  market, 

Quad  Cities,  reported  higher  sales  in  December  than  in  November,  while  sales  in 
Puget  Sound  were  about  the  same.  For  the  entire  year  1933^  sales  of  skim  items 
were  6,9  percent  higher  than  in  193i;. 

Cream  and  mixtures,  December  sales  of  cream  in  21  markets  not  including  New  York 
were  nearly  one  percent  lower  than  in  December  a year  ago,  but  mixture  sales  were 
up  9.0  percent,  bringing'  the  sales  of  the  two  products  combined  2,7  percent  above 
19Sk. 


Eight  markets  reported  cream  sales  higher  than  a year  earlier,  while  all  but 
three  had  higher  sales  of  mixtures.  Sioux  Falls,  the  market  reporting  the 
greatest  increase  over  December  193^4  in  sales  of  mixtures,  reported  the  largest 
decrease  in  sales  of  cream.  However,  several  of  the  markets  reporting  substan- 
tially higher  sales  of  mixtures  this  year,  also  reported  increases  in  cream.  This 
pattern  of  sales  was  reported  by  Fort  Wayne,  Oklahoma  City,  Philadelphia,  and 
Tulsa-Muskogee, 

In  comparison  with  November,  cream  sales  were  up  2,7  percent,  while  mixture 
sales,  reflecting  holiday  sales  of  egg  nog,  were  32,0  percent  higher.  For  the 
year  1933^  sales  of  cream  and  mixtures  combined  in  21  markets  excluding  New  York 
were  1,9  percent  above  a year  ago.  In  New  York,  1933  sales  were  1,8  percent  less. 

Receipts.  Milk  received  from  producers  in  lili.  markets  was  6,6  percent  higher  in 
December  1933  than  a year  earlier,  with  only  four  markets  reporting  declines, 

December  receipts  in  the  lih  markets  exceeded  those  in  November  by  kt3  percent. 

Cumulative  figures  for  the  year  1933  showed  an  increase  of  3.1  percent  over 
1.9Shi  with  all  but  five  markets  showing  increases,  (Page  l)
